In  reply  to  your  Inquiry  of  recent  date, 
please  be  informed  that  persons  who  are  owners  of 
property  in  Lithuania,  desiring  to  have  someone  take 
care  of  their  property,  must  grant  a  power  of  attorney. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  a  person  desires  to  relinquish 
all  his  rights  to  the  property  it  is  necessary  to  grant 
a  special  deed. 

The  power  of  attorney  or  deed  should  be  drawn 
preferably  in  the  Lithuanian  language,  must  have  either 
the  County  or  Court  Clerk's  certification  and  then  must 
be  submitted  to  this  Office  in  duplicate  for  our 
legalization.  Our  fee  for  legalizing  a  power  of  attorney 
is  $5.50.  However,  the  consular  fee  for  legalizing  a 
power  of  attorney  with  right  only  to  act  in  court  and  no 
right  to  manage  the  property  is  $2.50. 

If  you  are  unable  to  have  the  document  drawn 
up  in  the  Lithuanian  language  this  Office  will  do  it  for 
you,  for  which  there  is  an  additional  fee  of  $3.00.  In 
that  case,  we  must  have  the  correct  name  of  the  person 
getting  the  power  of  attorney  (attorney-in-fact),  his 
address,  the  location  of  the  property  in  question,  the 
grantor's  name  and  address,  his  right  to  the  property 
and  his  parents'  names.  In  this  particular  case,  we  would 
suggest  that  your  client  grant  a  power  of  attorney  to  an 
attorney  in  Lithuania  so  that  he  may  act  for  Mr.  Kolnlcki.
